Terrorists Finally Tak e the Life of 
One of Their Enemies. 
Warsaw, 
May 
15.—-While 
Police 
Captain Constantinoff was standing In 
Marszalkowska street in the evening 
with two policemen and four soldiers. 
a young man threw a bomb Into the 
group. 
The explosion 
of the bomb 
literally tore Captain Constantinoff to 
pieces and severely wounded a police­ 
man and six other persons. 
The a s ­ 
sassin tried to escape and, firing his 
revolver, 
wounded 
a 
soldier. 
The 
other soliders replied with 
a volley, 
killing the assassin and two other per­ 
sons. 
The soldiers then attacked the 
people who had gathered with their 
bayonets and the butts of their guns, 
wounding eleven persons, making a 
total 
of 
four 
killed and 
nineteen 
wounded. 
The terrorists have sought Captain 
Constantinoff’s life since May day of 
last year, when he ordered the sol­ 
diers to fire 
on a procession 
of So­ 
cialists, causing the 
death of thirty 
persons. 


St. Petersburg, May 15.—Vice Ad­ 
miral Kuzmich, commander of the port, 
who was very unpopular with the work­ 
men, was assassinated 
here during 
the day. 
The admiral was killed at the new 
admiralty works, a government insti­ 
tution, where most of the 2,000 men 
employed there reported for duty at 5 
a. rn. 
They wanted immediately to 
march out in a body and celebrate the 
Russian May day, but finally agreed to 
work till 2 o’clock inutile afternoon. 
The admiral, how ever,’made a speech 
to the men, saying that he could not 
agree 
to their 
leaving work at

o’clock and the m atter was left open. 
At about 9:30 a. rn., according to an 
officer who was at the gate of the 
works, the

from a small shop In the works when 
a workman who had been concealed

leaped on Kuzmich from behind and 
drove a long dagger into his Lack. The 
admiral

face, 
which was badly cm by stones, and 
died immediately. 
The assassin fled 
into a large room, where lie was lost 
among the men employed there. The 
works were promptly surrounded bv 
troops and police, but the search for 
the m urderer was unavailing, his com­ 
rades professing Ignorance of his iden­ 
tity.

EIRE OCCURS AT CROSS LAKE 


The Value of the l.og;s Burned 


Is Estimated at From $100,- 


000 to $120,000 


One of the heaviest tires of its class in 
N orthern M innesota took place at Cross 
Lake S aturday n ig h t and Sunday. 
Be­ 
tween 5,(XX),(XX) and ti,OOO,(XX) feet of logs, 
nearly all w hite pine of high grade, were I 
destroyed for the N orthland Pine com 
pany. 
The logs which wore in tho roll 
way on the lake c au g h t fire about 8 
o'clock Satu rday n ig ht and despite th e 
utm ost exertions of a crow of over IOO 
men the fire raged until about 5 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, when it was finally 
conquered, leaving a b o u t tw o-thirds of 
the landing u n b urn t. 
T he tire, w hich was luckily in the end 
of the landing tow ard which tho wind 
blew, seems to have sta rte d in the bark 
and moss at the bottom of the rollway 
and 
when 
discovered 
was 
b urn in g 
fiercely. 
T he extrem e h eat of p art of 
the pnst m onth had bro u g h t large q u a n ­ 
tities of pitch to tho ends of the logs 
and once sta rte d the fire was well nigh 
unquenchable. 
i 
After vain efforts to stay tho fire with 
water hauled by tho engines, two pum ps 
were secured a t th e governm ent dam 
three miles away. 
One was a steam 
hand pum p and t lie o th er a steam force 
pump. 
By strenu ou s work with these 
th e flames were finally quenched. 
T he fire is th o u g h t to have originated 
from sparks from the unloader, a large 
hauler used in tho woods in tho w inter 
and remodeled to run on steel rails (lur­ 
ing tho sum m er. 
Jam es Long, su p erin tendent for the 
N orthland, was a t W alker at the time 
and was telephoned to b u t was unable 
to reach there until after the fire was 
subdued. 
T h e work of fighting tile fire 
was in the h an d s of Mr. Sharp, the fore­ 
man and great credit is said to be duo 
Mr. Sharp th a t any p art of the landing 
was saved. 
T he loss is estim ated nt from five to 
six million feet and th eir value is stated 
by lum ber men to be a t least 820 per 
thousand w hich would m ake tho total 
loss from 
81 OO,(XX) 
to $120,(XX >.

In Maine in fact, all over New Eng­ 
land- red squirrels do not put by great 
hoards of any kind for winter use. 
\\ hen a Maine r J squirrel has filled 
elf with acorns and beechnuts it 
ii 111 cl** a few here and there under 
leave , in hollow logs, in cracks of 
rifted trees and among stone heaps. 
Vn average rod squirrel, having the 
run of an oak gre>ve in the full of the 
year, may in tho course of two weeks 
hide away from two to four quarts of 
acorns, though they will Le in perhaps 
twenty different places, and in no in 
stance which we have noted has auj 
nut been shelled. 
The squirrel which plans a hoard of 
nuts and makes deliberate preparations 
for winter is the little chipmunk, or 
striped squirrel, which seeks winter 
quarters soon after heavy frosts and 
which remains In hiding all winter. 
The chipmunks often hide as many as 
two quarts of shelled beechnuts in one 
place. Their storehouses are, as a rule, 
under the ground, in sloping and sandy 
soil, the burrows having been dug with 
true engineering skill, so that no fresh­ 
et can drown them out. 
It is believed that most observing 
woodsmen will say that the red squir­ 
rels of this vicinity seldom make large 
caches of provisions for winter con­ 
sumption and never shell the stored 
nuts. 
In fact, tin* red species have 1 1 0 
need to pay much hoed to such matters. 
as they are* abroad and active iii the 
coldest days of winter as much as they 
are in midsummer, so precautions for 
food are not demande I 
As tin* red 
squirrels subsist for a good part of the 
year upon tin* cones of pines and 
spruces, which hang to the limbs, they 
do not care how deep or hard the snow 
may In*, feeling secure in finding all 
tile food they want among the tree­ 
tops.
